The policy was drafted by 
town solicitor Brian Forestall 
after sale of the Habermehl 
House was quashed by a Cal¬ 
gary court last month 

Under the new policy, the 
town is required to acquire at 
least one certified appraisal on 
any property The town would 
then have to advertise the sale of 
the property for at least three 
weeks, at a value at least the 
amount of the appraisal, before 
a sale can be made 

But the policy docs not list 
conditions under which the town 
could sell the property for less 
than the appraised value which 
is what they had planned to do 
with the Habermehl House. 

Mayor Ray Lea said the town 
had planned to sell the home, 
which was independently ap¬ 
praised at $88,000, for $45,000 
because the purchasers had 
promised to restore the house to 
its original condition 

“That is one way we have of 
getting around the Municipal 
Government Act," Lea said. “We 
can sell it for less than appraised 
value if there are conditions.”

Town council was told that work 
on the Lions recycling building is 
progressing and the groups is just 
waiting for the arrival of more 
machinery to begin operations 
Mayor Ray Lea told town coun¬ 
cil the Lions had just finished an¬ 
other work party on the building at 
the town shop OfTicc walls have 
now been framed-in and the 
drywalling has been completed 
Dry-wall taping and door installa¬ 
tion. ongoing over the end of the 
month, will finish the building off 
Once the building is complete 
and equipment has arrived, the Li¬ 
ons will collect waste goods for 
recycling More detail on how the 
collection and preparation for re¬ 
cycling will take place is expected 


Council's Protective Services 
Committee will discuss cat control 
in town at their next meeting. 

The subject of possible avenues 
of cat control will be considered by 
the committee at the request of a 
tow n resident 

Dorothy Gillric asked council 
to consider looking into cat control 
because of the large number of 
strays wandering the streets 

Gillric suggested cats should be 
leashed, like dogs, to help owners 
keep cats on their own property. 

Town council has accepted the 
recommendation of the Recreation 
Director to hire a private company 
to clean the multi-purpose room at 
the Didsbury Memorial Complex 

The recommendation came af¬ 


ter Recreation Director Ken Luck 
determined the town could save 
money by hiring on a private com¬ 
pany to take care of clean up after 
functions rather than paying over¬ 
time to current arena staff. 

Under the custodial contract. 
Marlene Black Custodial Services 
will be paid $10,000 for a year to 
clean up after each function to take 
place in the room The contract is 
based on 50 rentals. 

But not all councillors felt a 
yearly contract was appropriate for 
the clean up job at the MPR. 

“We spent $7900 as expenses 
directly related to the multi-pur¬ 
pose room last year yet our rev¬ 
enues have only been $5999. Are 
we prepared to subsidize the room 
to that degree?” Dan Peters said 
Peters argued that it would be 
less expensive to hire a janitor on a 


function by function basis. 

‘ ‘Carstairs does that and they arc 
making about $1200 to $1500 per 
month with their facility.” 

Peters said it made more sense 
to hire a janitor only when the 
facility was booked rather than to 
pay a flat rate for an entire year. 

But other councillors said the 
yearly contract ensured a clean up 
crew would be on hand every time 
a function was booked 

“We really want to make sure 
that place looks good.” said Mayor 
Ray Lea “Let's face it. the multi¬ 
purpose room is almost ready for a 
revamp.” 

The Public Works Committee is 
planning to survey local commer¬ 
cial and industrial businesses to sec 
how satisfied they arc with garbage 
collection 


The issue of commercial gar¬ 
bage collection has been raised 
several times in the past by local 
Home Hardware owner Don 
Tarzwcll who felt he should be able 
to contract whomever he likes to 
collect his garbage 

But under the town by-law. only 
the town or its agent is allowed to 
collect garbage within town limits 
To allow business owners to hire 
their own collectors would mean 
changing the by-law. 

“But because there have been 
some concerns expressed (about 
current collection practises), that 
is why we arc going to do the 
survey,” said Councillor Ed 
Vermunt. “The current contract is 
over at the end of the year.”

Under the current practise, the 
county uses snow ploughs to dig 
out county roads after heavy snow 
falls, but concerns about the amount 
of gravel lost in the process has 
caused counci 1 to rc-considcr cqu ip- 


“Wc have some concerns that 
using plough puts the gravel in the 
ditches.’’ said County Reeve John 
Grimstcad. “It may cost us more 
time and money to use a grader but 
vve feel we can save in rc-gravcl- 
lingand sanding costs.” 

Public Works Supervisor Bill 
Merchant said use of the grader 
will help to save the gravel and will 
limit the need for road salting. 

“1 feel the extra weight and con¬ 
trol with the grader will work bet¬ 
ter We will use less gravel and salt 


wh ich can cause da mage to (gravel) 
roads.” 

Grimstcad pointed out that al¬ 
though the county council has indi¬ 
cated the want the change in prac- 
tisc.gradcruscwillonlybca change 
in management, not policy. 

“We will only use the grader 
when we have the time.” he said 
‘ ‘ When the roads need to be cleared 
more quickly, vve will still have to

Fringe parties 


In almost every government election, a variety of little known, 
"fringe'' parties make it on to the list of candidates and this upcoming 
federal election is no exception 

These arc parties that are rarely heard from and generally have no 
official representation in government They arc unlikely to even be 
elected and their candidates know that, but regardless, they appear 
out of the woodwork every election call 

Who arc these parties and why do they make such an expensive 
and time consuming effort in every election when the chances of 
winning arc slim to none'* 

The answer lies in the very heart of democracy, in what makes our 
country different from a variety of monarchist, anarchist and other 
regimes - to give the electorate a choice. 

The majority of these underdogs arc well aware of their stature in 
the eyes of the voting public, yet they spend the time and the money 
to speak and to be heard It is an important process in the creation of 
our government for their voices to be considered, not because they 
mav form the next government, but because of their impact on it 
These parties arc not necessarily an alternative to the three mam 
parties, but they are an influential factor The PCs, the Liberals and 
the NDs arc the norm, but regardless of their philosophies, they 
represent the same kind of Canadians. They are controlled by 
powerful lobby groups which arc basically comprised of upper 
middle class Canadians, big business and unions While these 
groups arc the most widely recognized in our country because of 
their strong voices, as John Kenneth Galbraith says, their views arc 
certainly not representative nor necessarily beneficial to the rest of 
society Without the fringe parties to represent the views of these 
people, it adds up to a kind of disenfranchisement. 

Just as the Reform Party has influenced the major parties to 
change their tunes on areas such as fiscal and judicial reform, the 
other fringe parties, by getting their message across to voting 
Canadians in the campaign venue, can influence party policy. 
Candidates who speak for other levels of society have the opportu¬ 
nity to convince voting Canadians on their views Powerful lobby 
groups notwithstanding, public opinion is a very strong motivator 
It is for these reasons that all candidates should be given the full 
attention of the electorate As voting members of society, it is 
important to hear the messages of all Canadians, if not to help us to 
decide who to voted for, at least to inform ourselves about the state 
of the country as a whole and not just our own slice of it

Canada. Some species of 
mycoplasmaare infective todo- 
mestic poultry and can result in 
loss of egg production, weaken¬ 
ing of chicks and respiratory 
problems. Through investiga¬ 
tion by Alberta Agriculture it 
was determined that the 
mycoplasma carried by the ille¬ 
gally released turkeys south of 
Olds was not considered a threat 
to domestic chickens. However, 
its potential impact on domestic 
or wild turkeys or other wild 
birds remains unclear. 

Another concern related to 
unauthorized release of captive 
wildlife is that they may be re¬ 
leased in unsuitable locations 
This could result in animals per¬ 
ishing or being a nuisance and 
causing problems for residents. 
Turkeys are not native to Al¬ 
berta but occur naturally in as¬ 
sociation with hardwood forests 
in the eastern United States Al¬ 
berta Fish and Wildlife District 
Officers in Olds responded to 
several complaints of turkeys in 
inappropriate locations or caus¬ 
ing problems for residents. 

A third concern with unau¬ 
thorized releases is the amount 


The illegal release of wild 
turkeys in the Crossficld/Car- 
stairs and Olds areas last fall 
caught the attention of the pub¬ 
lic Wild turkeys arc unique and 
interesting birds. However, the 
unauthorized release of captive 
wildlife to the wild is a concern 
to wildlife officials and is pro¬ 
hibited by Alberta legislation 
The above release provided some 
excellent examples of why there 
arc concerns about release un¬ 
authorized release of wildlife 
The spread of disease to the 
wild through release of captive 
wildlife is always a concern In¬ 
deed. the wild turkeys released 
last fall were infected with an 
infectious disease, mycoplasma 
This was determined through 
investigations by Alberta Agri¬ 
culture veterinary staff, based 
on recaptured turkeys submitted 
by the district Fish and Wildlife 
Serv ices office in Olds

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Crime watch working

The newly formed urban crime 
watch committee is being credited 
with helping to reduce the amount 
of crime in Didsbury. 

Didsbury RCMP Sergeant Ray 
Mustard said break and enter sta¬ 
tistics arc down significantly from 
the first four months of the year 
since crime watch patrols began 


“From 1992. we arc on par with 
stats to the end of August,” Mus¬ 
tard said. “But we had a high inci¬ 
dence (of break and enters) in the 
first four months of this year and 
that number has dropped consider¬ 
ably since crime watch started.” 

But despite the numbers. Doug 
Sharpe. Chairman of the Crime 
Watch committee, was more mod¬ 
est in his estimation of how well 
the organized patrol system was 


working 

“We think it is working, but we 
really don’t know for sure.” he 
said “It is hard to measure I think 
we have to wait a couple of years to 
see if there is a definite pattern ” 

The crime watch committee 
began operations several months 
ago by organizing volunteers into 
nightly patrols to watch for suspi¬ 
cious activity. Sharpe said to date, 
the patrols have not been responsi¬ 


ble for assisting RCMP in investi¬ 
gations or in initiating any. 

The crime watch patrols wan¬ 
der the streets of Didsbury at night, 
supplementing regular RCMP pa¬ 
trols. Volunteers, armed with ra¬ 
dios. notify RCMP members when 
they spot some activity they feel 
may be criminal Thei r patrol sched¬ 
ule is kept as a closely guarded 
secret. 

“We have pretty good cover¬ 


age. but we could always use more, 
that is why we arc always trying to 
recruit more members.” Sharpe 
said

Elf escapades come to an end

The jig's up for Jocllc Van oosten 
and Donita Hudson (bolh nee 
Snyder.) 

After six years of serving as 
anonymops "Elves" for friends and 
neighbours in Didsbury. the incog¬ 
nito siblings arc coming out of their 
respective closets to expose their 
selfless Christmas gift-giving cru¬ 
sade. 

"It just felt right to be able to 
bring each couple we chose so much 
joy and happiness It really helped 
get us in the Christmas mood and 
was fun too." said Jocllc about the 
merry mischief they bestowed upon 
unsuspecting recipients exactly 12 
days before December 25th 

For weeks in advance. Jocllc 
and Donita would carefully orches¬ 
trate an original selection of gifts 


corresponding to the song "The 
Twelve Days of Christmas". Each 
wasuniquely packagcdand accom • 
panied with a small gift tag appro¬ 
priately signed "from the Elves" in 
childlike script "Everyone thought 
it was kids doing this because of the 
way we signed the tag," said Jocllc 
"No one ev er dreamed it would be 
a couple of teenagers" At the time 
of their capers. Jocllc was in grade 
10. and Donita in grade 7. 

But then, the Snyder sisters 
weren't your everyday teenagers 
Raised in a Christian home, the 
pair were taught from a very early 
age the adage of giving being better 
than receiving It was from that 
essence that they formulated their 
thoughtful and personal borage of 
Christmas tidings 

The first day would bring the 
doorstep of the lucky household a 
festive straw wreath. The second, a 
Christmas stocking, and the third. 


a three-layer cake Gradually, they 
would also leave four woollen socks, 
followed by five red tree ornaments, 
six fancy soaps, seven mint chip 
cookies, eight chocolate Santas, 
nine candy cane reindeer, ten rolls 
of candy, 11 bags of goodies, and 
finally 12 green ju-jubc trees at¬ 
tached to a homemade gingerbread 
house. 

Of course being anonymous also 
meant forgoingany form of restitu¬ 
tion for their generous deeds This, 
quite plainly, was of little concern 
to either Jocllc or Donita - content 
simply to hide behind the bushes of 
their recipient's yard pecking out 
just long enough to see the look on 
their faces opening the door "As 
soon as we rung their doorbell we 
would run as fast as we could and 
hide somewhere where they couldn't 
see us. That was the most fun of all 
It was thrilling to hear them oooh 
and ahh over the presents we’d 


leave," said Joelle. 

Great lengths had to be taken to 
maintain their anonymous stature, 
altering the times they would visit 
their selected household to avoid 
discovery. "People would try to 
catch us." said Jocllc. "They would 
peek out of their livingroom win¬ 
dows waiting for us to appear, so 
we’d always have to come back 
later when they least suspected.” 
Jocllc recalls one instance where 
the couple they selected taped suck¬ 
ers to the doorknob as tokens to 
thank their "Elves” "They wrapped 
so much tape around and around 
the doorknob, we almost had to np 
the thing off the door to get at the 
candy! We really had to 
struggle and. of course, it did work 
to delay us." 

No matter how hard their recipi¬ 
ents tried, none (except for one 
couple) were able to unravel the 
mystery of the Elves. 


Among the fortunate, albeit, un¬ 
suspecting households were those 
of: Phyllis and John Kohut. Jack 
and EvelynFeenstra. Jimand Mary 
Hooper. Ray mond (now deceased) 
and Velma Spady. Ez and Dorothy 
Dippcl and Clarence and Mary 
Ness.

Alberta pool call for farmer's decision 


Alberta Pool President Ray 
Scfcmitt last week reiterated Al¬ 
berta Pool's position on the conti¬ 
nental barley market saying farm- 
ers-not politicians-should decide 
how they want to market their bar¬ 
ley, 

Schmitt was reacting to a fed¬ 
eral court ruling handed down in 


Begins. Sept 10th by Federal Court 
Justice Marshal Rothstcin 
Rolhstcin ruled the federal Cabinet 
exceeded its authority when it re¬ 
moved the Board's monopoly over 
barley sales to the U S The federal 
court decision means the CWB 
becomes the sole marketer of bar¬ 
ley to the U S and CWB export 


permits must once again accom¬ 
pany all shipments of barley cross¬ 
ing the border 

"Alberta Pool can live with a 
continental barley market." said 
Schmitt "However, vve do have 
serious concerns about granting the 
federal government the right to 
make decisions on this issue with¬ 


out appropriate Parliamentary de¬ 
bate We entered this legal battle as 
a matter of principle " 

How the decision was madc-not 
the eventual outcomc-is what is 
important said Schmitt "This is a 
precedent setting case If the gov¬ 
ernment isgiven the powerto make 
this change without proper consul¬ 


tation. what's to stop Mr Mavcr 
from doing the same for wheat?" 

Schmitt said Alberta Pool would 
prefer to hold a producer plebiscite 
on the issue, but failing that, the 
government should at least present 
its proposal for a continental bar¬ 
ley market to Parliament so the 
issue can be debated properly 


Safeguarding tips for cereal crops 


After a wet growing season in 
many parts of the prairies, the Ca¬ 
nadian Grain Commission advises 
producers that proper aeration and 
drying of cereal grains arc needed 
to safeguard the quality of western 
Canadian cereal crops. 

All stored grain should be aer¬ 
ated periodically to cool it and help 
prev ent destructive moisture trans¬ 
fers Producers whose grain has 
some fusarium damage arc advised 
to ignore reports that aeration will 
spread the fungus Fusarium is a 
fungus which grows in the field, 
and is not spread by aeration in the 
bin. However, high moisture grains 
which arc not aerated can deterio¬ 
rate rapidly. 

Cereal grains which are to be 


stored safely on the farm should be 
dried to a moisture content of 14.5 
percent or less While temperature 
levels and related operating condi¬ 
tions very considerably with types 
and models of grain dryers, it is 
essential that the temperature of 
the grain not exceed 60 degrees C 
(140 degrees F) in any part of the 
dryer. 

Producers of milling wheat who 
wish to assess the performance of 
their grain dryers may submit sam¬ 
ples to the Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission There is no charge for this 
service. 

The following procedure should 
be followed: 

- take a 500 gram (1 lb) sample 
before drying and label it "BE¬ 


FORE" 

- take a 500 gram sample after 
drying and label it "AFTER" 

- place the samples in separate 
bags or envelopes and tie them 
together 

- Send the package to the Com¬ 
mission along with (he producer's 
name, address and telephone 
number; include information per¬ 
taining to the make and model of 
dryer, time taken to dry the wheat, 
temperature of hot air before it 
reaches the wheat, and the date of 
drying. 

- Send the package parcel post 
to Mr. E. Lysenko, Farm Dried 
Wheat. Grain Research Labora¬ 
tory. Canadian Grain Commission.

Barley growers upset 
with ruling 


Barley growcrsarc disappointed 
by the federal court decision to 
close the U S border to direct sales 
of barley, according to the Western 
Barley Growers Association 
Representatives of the associa¬ 
tion said the closure of the border 
to barley sales will most certainly 
mean a substantial loss of revenue 
to Canadian farmers. 

"In the six weeks since the con¬ 
tinental barley market came into 
effect: say WBGA President. Ted 
Cawkwcll. "individuals and com¬ 
panies have contracted approxi¬ 
mately 500,000 tonnes of barley to 
U S buyers. At a conservative $90/ 
tonne, that's over $45 million that 
should be coming into western 
Canada And keep in mind that we 
are talking 'new' money, not recy¬ 
cled taxpayer's money coming to 
us by way of subsidies " 

It is also noteworthy that the 


volume of barley contracted to U S. 
buyers since August 1st (Approxi¬ 
mately 500.0(H) tonnes) is nearly 
three times the total volume of 
barley sold into the U S. by the 
Canadian Wheat Board in the en¬ 
tire 1992-93 crop year (168.888 
tonnes). 

"It is clear that many players 
have entered into the U S. barley 
market.' says Cawkwcll. "Last 
week's ruling has put all of us- 
farmers and companies alike—right 
back to square one in our search for 
marketing opportunities" 

Cawkwcll hascallcdforall farm¬ 
ers to contact their local pool rep¬ 
resentative. "I would like to know 
why. during these times of finan¬ 
cial hardship, the pools arc spend¬ 
ing farmers money to destroy a 
new market, rather than accessing 
this market and returning the profit 
to farmers" concluded Cawkwcll

Didsbury hit with Petro 


Canada downsizing

Didsbury’s chain of service sta¬ 
tions will be a little smaller next 
month when Petro Canada closes 
its doors as part of corporate 
downsizing. 

Ray Herrick, owner of the Petro 
Canada service station along the 
main entrance road w ill close dow n 
in October as part of a national 
strategy to cut costs for the gas 
giant. 

Herrick, who has owned the sta¬ 
tion since 1989. said he is being 
offered a package to close the door 
to his business 

“They came out and met with 
me and said that we had to close.” 
Herrick said “They have to do 
clean up for the environment, w hich 
means they would have to close 
down and rebuild after The costs 
to do that just aren’t worth it for a 
low volume station.” 

Herrick said he was not surprise 


bv the order to close down, which 
came at the beginning of Septem¬ 
ber 

“I knew a lot of stations were 
going to close I think I read that 
there will be 900 this year Other 
(gas) companies arc going to be 
doing the same thing, it's just that 
Petro Canada started earlier ” 
Herrick bought the station after 
30 years with Petro Canada He 
said he felt Didsbury would be a 
good place to semi-retire 

“And it has been a really good 
place to do business." he said 
“Didsbury has really treated me 
well I'm going to miss the daily 
contact That is the one thing I will 
regret, because some of your cus¬ 
tomers get to be friends ” 

Another concern for Herrick is 
his staff Ken Jacobsen, a full time 
employee who has been with 
Herrick since he purchased the sta¬ 
tions. and 2 part time employees, 
will be out of work after the station

Pumpkin growing enthusiasts 
wtftuing to compete in the World 
Pumpkin Championship Weigh-ofT 
in Smoky Lake October 2 must 
plan to have their entries on-site 
and registered with the Smoky Lake 
Pumpkin Growers Association by 
9:30a m . Saturday.October 2 says 
Association representative Larry 
Lafleur. 

Ov er $4,000 worth of prizes in 
cash await the pumpkin, squash 
and watermelon growers who win 
in the Alberta weigh-ofT this year. 
"In addition." says Lafleur. "if Al¬ 
berta’s biggest pumpkin is also the 
World's heaviest, the grower will 
receive a special $2,500 cash prize 
from the Tow n of Smoky Lake plus 
the World Pumpkin Confederation 
award of $3,000 U S." 

A new world record weight 
pumpkin was weighed in 1992. 
Joel Holland from Puyallup. Wash¬ 
ington grew an unbelievable 827 lb 
(376 kg) monster. Meanwhile, al¬ 
though new world records were not 
established. Joseph Rcttc from New 
Jersey won the squash category 
with a 681 lb (310 kg) specimen 
and Ivan and Lloyd Bright won the 
watermelon category at 209 lbs (95 
kg). No provincial records from 
the 1992 weigh-off" in Smoky Lake, 
but considering the early frost and 
snow some very respectable 
weights. 

"The tremendous response of 
the last few years in terms of grow¬ 
ers and spectators is expected to 
accelerate this year. Smoky Lake 
Pumpkin Grow ers Association sent 
out seed orders to interested grow¬ 
ers from as far away as southern 



Saskatchewan and as far north as 
Yellowknife. N.W.T.

The official weight-off of all 
entries will be held from 9:30 - 
11:30 a m., with an auction sale of 
giant display pumpkins immedi¬ 


ately following All pumpkin, 
squash and watermelon entries must 
remain on display until 3:00 p m 
Saturday. 

In addition to the contests for 
heaviest entries, the Smoky Lake 
Pumpkin Growers are supporting 
eight associated competitions for 
the best looking pumpkin, the com¬ 
petitor from the greatest distance, 
pumpkin seed spitting, pumpkin 
weight guessing, on-site pumpkin 
carving for 10 -14 year old. on-site 
pumpkin painting for entrants un¬ 
der 10 years, a poster contest and 
pumpkin trivia contest.

Michigan, named Williams 
and Wright Tounngwith McPhcc's 
Circus (which was in Edmonton 
for the annual fair), they sent an 
aeronaut named R Cross up with 
theirgasbag w hile a capacity crow d 
looked on from the grandstand 
Cross, dangling on the trapeze, was 
supposed to detach from the bal¬ 
loon and parachute to the ground, 
but his mechanism failed to work 
and the balloon landed with him 
still attached 

Williams and Wright made no 
fewer than four flights in Alberta 
over the next couple of weeks-one 
more in Edmonton after Cross's 
initial lift, and two in Calgary , one 
of which ended when Williams 
parachuted right intothc Bow Riser 

In the following year, a trio of 
Alberta farm boys came close-just 
how close, we'll never know-to 
achieving Canada's first hcavicr- 
than-air flight Elmer. George and 
John Underwood, lived on a farm 
at Knigcrvillc. a few miles from 
Stcttler. Their father. John K 
Underwood, had invented the 
Underwood disc plough in 1872. 
so technological innovation was in 
the family. 

In May. 1907. the boys began to 
experiment with tailless kites pow ¬ 
ered by propellers attached to clas¬ 
tic bands These kites flew up to 
150 yards, proving to the young 
inventors that they were on the 
right track These flying machines 
inspired an audacious full-sized 
design for what looked like a cross 
between a fly ing saucer and a fly¬ 
ing wing. 

The main structure oT the 
Underwood aircraft was an ellipti¬ 
cal wing. 42 feet wide and 26 feet 
long, surmounted by a vertical fin 
running its length and extending 10 
feet (later reduced to four) above it 
At the centre of the wing was a 
vertical post extending underneath 
to a platform for the pilot and the 
motor Beneath this were two mo¬ 
torcycle wheels, while another two 
wheels extended down from the 
outer rim of the wing on cither side 
The whole thing, without pilot, 
weighed 450 pounds 

First the Underwoods flew the 
machine as a kite In their first test, 
conducted in August 1907. the 
machine proved easily able to lift 
five sacks of wheat. John 
Underwood decided to mount the 
platform, and the kite was able to 
carry him 10 feet aloft for about 15 
minutes, swaying gently at the end 
of a rope It was Canada's first 
manned kite 

Encouraged, the boys planned 
to take their machine to the Stcttler 
Fair on October 1 and 2. There. 


wrecked after a strong wind tore it 
loose from its anchor Would a 
more powerful motor have lifted 
the kite from the ground? It is 
impossible to know, but if the 
Underwoods' plane was airworthy , 
they might have achieved hcavicr- 
than-air flight two full years before
